SCOFIELD SCHOOL 

This is a private home school for 
girls. A school of that class that has 
done more for the elevation of Ameri¬ 
can womanhood to the higher ideals 
that it knows and lives, and that the 
coming American woman will emulate, 
than any other one agency. 

This school is conducted by Miss 
Sarah C. Scofield, who is one of the 
most eminent educators in the south¬ 
west, and who is besides, a woman in 
every way characteristically fitted and 
qualified for the high duties of train¬ 
ing the minds, forming the character 
and conducting the social and psycho¬ 
logical training of young girls. This 
school, besides offering the admirable 
home life with the best of environ¬ 
ment, offers through an able faculty, 
instruction equal to that given in 
other seminaries for young women. 

As shown on the opposite page, the 
Scofield School is situated on the crest 
of a monniain overlooking Keriville, 
from an altitude of 250 feet above the 
city, or 2000 feet above the sea. It is 
on the southwest side of the river, 
which gambols by the base of this 
eminence like a playful child.

LIVE STOCK INDUSTRY 

Time will no doubt bring many 
changes in “The Hill Country,*’ but 
when other decades, aye even cen¬ 
turies, have past, the people of this 
section will be engaged in pastoral 
pursuits. It is said that “the sheep 
and the groat are the hope of the Hill 
Country.’’ That is perhaps true, but 
the limit of the live stock husbandry 
in this section of Texas, is the limit 
of the kinds of domestic animals com¬ 
monly grown for profit in America. 

The high-grade sheep, the animal 
that is grown for his fleece of fine 
wool, and also for mutton, and the 
graded and thoroughbred Angora goat 
will no doubt continue to increase in 
number in this country, but for years 
to come the “white face” cow will de¬ 
bate the post of importance in the 
live stock world. The horses of this 
section are well bred animals that 
would do credit to any country. Hogs 
do well here and the farmer or ranch¬ 
man who does not eat “home-made 
hams and bacon,” fails to do so be¬ 
cause he prefers to have his “smoke¬ 
house in St. Louis.’’ Thousands ot' 
hogs are shipped from this country 
annually to the feed pens further 
north, and many direct to market, that 
never saw a grain of corn. All kinds 
of live stock winter on the range with 
very little feed. No place in America 
offers greater inducements to the man 
who would engage in farming and live 
stock raising in a small way, than the 
hill country of Southwest Texas. The 
best watered section of the state.

AGRICULTURAL 

Kerr County and “The Hill Coun¬ 
try” tributary to Kerrville, is not, 
strictly speaking, an agricultural coun¬ 
try. There are many people engaged 
in farming, and many fine farms in 
the valleys, but a large per centage of 
the lands are good for pasture only. 
There are few places, however, that a 
large tract of land can be found with¬ 
out some part of it being tillable. The 
amount of feed required is small, 
hence the ranchman can readily grow 
a sufficient amount of feed stuff to 
supply his own needs. In the Guada¬ 
lupe Valley the lands are practically 
all arable, and many miles of beauti¬ 
ful farms are seen. 

The principal crops grown are corn, 
cotton, wheat, oats and feed stuffs. 
This county usually furnishes the first 
car of wheat grown in the United 
States. There is little wheat growing 
so far south, but the altitude makes 
this a fine wheat country, the average 
yield ranging from 12 to 25 bushels 
per acre. 

While exclusive agriculture is com¬ 
paratively little followed in this sec¬ 
tion, still the fields are broadening 
each year. The arable lands in this 
section are fertile, and will grow as 
great a variety of crops as any in the 
state, and there are yet many thous¬ 
ands of acres that can be profitably 
put under cultivation. While this sec¬ 
tion of the state has been inhabited 
by white people about sixty years, 
still it is, like many other parts of the 
great soutnwest, just beginning real 
development, and offers immeasurable 
advantages to the “live one.”
